BRET HARTE DEAD. 


Noted American Author's End Comes 


Suddenly in London. 


London, May G.—F. Bret Harte. the 


American author, died here last night. 
He was born at Albany. N. Y., on Aug. 
25, 1820. Bret Hartc died suddenly at 
the Rod House, Camberley, near Al- 
lershot, from hemorrhage, caused by 
an affection of the throat. Mr. Hartc 
liad been living quietly in England for 
years. Most of his time was spent in 
the country and when in London he 
was almost equally secluded, having 
tew visitors to his rooms at Lancaster 
Gate and only going to the houses of a 
limited 
number of 
very 
inti'mate 


friends. Sevcrl months ago when a 
false report of hia death was circulat- 
ed in America, a representative of The 
Associated Press called at his rooms. 
Mr. Ilarte then appeared to be per- 
fectly well. He laughed and quoted 
Mark Twain's old saying about the 
report 
being 
greatly 
exaggerated. 


"Except for a little cold," said 
Mr. 


Harte, "I have no ailments 
or com- 


plaints. While I am getting to be a 
pretty old 
man."—pointing to 
his 


snow white hair—"there is life in the 
old dog yet," and thereupon he lit a 
cigar so large that it would have done 
credit to any of his poker flat friends. 
He was hoping he also said to do more 
work, but he confessed ho, was grow- 
ing la/.y. Mr. Harte had been suffer- 
ing from swelled tonsils since Decem- 
ber last, but he did not regard the at- 
tack as serious. A week ago he went 
to visit friends at Camberley and was 
present at lunch as usual, but he sud- 
denly became 
ill 
in the mftenioon,

being spiked down; 


but its principal dimension is length 
and 
its pinnuncnt characteristic is 


perspective, lor it lucks only 200 feet 
ot being a mile long. 


What a ride there w i l l be across 


that bridge in a hot day in summer, 
with the sea and the hot breakers 
just outside the sandbar on the cast, 
and tlie broad estuary of the river 
nut rowing to a 
mere ribbon as it 


makes up wide through the sweep of 
marshes on the westward. Such a 
link between Salisbury and Hampton 
beaches was contemplated by 
the 


state of New Hampshire when the 
proposition for a broad ocean boule- 
vard to skirt the seacoast was first 
broached by Govcnor Frank Rollins 
a few years ago; but although the 
present bridge is located just where 
it will be needed to carry out that 
boulevard project, the structure has 
been put up. not with state money, 
but with the hinds of a private com- 
pany. The street railway combination 
controlling almost all the lines between 
Newburyport, lixeter and Poitsmouth 
is behind it. 


Here is the situation: N< w Hamp- 


shire has IS miles of seacoast, all of 
the sort most attractive to summer 
excursionists. Two or 
three 
years 


ago the only way to reach 
it aside 


from coach or carriage \\as by street 
cars which ran out from Portsmouth, 
and also from Exeter, just as the Sal- 
isbury line ran out to a dead end at 
Salisbury beach on this side of the 
boundary. New Hampshire saw the 
desirability of a fine shore drive that 
should join the different centers Oi 
summer activity and replace; the rough 
wagon trail which then formed £h» 
only means of communication, and 
not long afterward the street railway- 
companies, combined under practically 
one management, saw the desirability 
of a similar connection for the "dead 
ends" or railways that touched the 
shore. 
The street railways had the 


money to build; tho state could not 
see its way to appropriate any except 
in small amounts year by year in a 
way that would require a long term 
before any through section of road 
could be finished. So after a long time 
it was arranged that the street rail 
way should do the work, building not 
only the railway line to parallel the, 
shore, but also making the necessary

enough for carriages in addition to 
street cars, and constructing in addi- 
tion a section of boulevard over now 
land to connect the northerly end ot 
this bridge with the existing shore 
road at a point opposite the Hampton 
Casino.

Hatters' printing, which Is the print*, 


lug of names, trademarks and other dt£>. 
signs upon hat tips and sweat leathers 
In hats, and upon the labels used on 
hat boxes, is a business by Itself. The 
hat tip, or crown lining of a hat, is 
sometimes made of paper, oftenest of 
satin. In a silk hat and In some stilt 
hats the tip covers the entire interior 
of the crown above the sweat leather; 
In straw hats the tip Is very often 
composed of a broad strip of satin 
uppn a lace crown lining. Many stiff 
hats and most soft hats are now fin- 
ished without tips, in which case the 
trademark or name is printed on the 
sweat leather. 


Tip printing is done from brass dies 


and in the finest work from steel 
plates. These dies and plates an> made 
in very great variety. In a large es-, 
tab'!.-hmcnt devoted to hatters' print- 
Ing there mlgl.t IK- found 30.0W dies 
and 10,000 steel plaies Proof impres- 
sions of this great number of dies and 
plates fill many hugo, ledger like vol- 
umes, upon whose pages they are se- 
cured as in scrapbooks. 


There are throughout the country 


thousands of retailing hatters, each 
having a separate die o£ hi-, own, with 
which the tips of the hats he sells are 
printed; some hat jobbers might ha\e 
many dies, including die s of trade- 
marks and d( signs for special lines of 
goods. All these dies and plates, how- 
ever varied and wldHj distributed 
their ownership may be, arc- kept in the 
establishment of the printer, ready fur 
use on occasion. The owner pays for 
the engraving of the lirst die, the cost 
varying ncuorditig to Its elaborateness; 
if a die or plate becomes worn and a 
new die is needed the printer supplies 
it. 


In the large hatters' printing estab- 


lishments everything pertaining to tho 
business Is dono, Including the design- 
ing and engraving of the dies and 
plates, as well as the priuthig from 
them. 
Some designs, the trademarks 


of old established houses, become fa- 
miliar from long continued use. As dl'-s 
and plntis wear out the\ iin- simply 
replaced, the design continuing tho 
same. 


On the other hand, every year, for 


one reafMin and another, manj designs 
go out of use. and finally the dies and 
plates are destroyed; but every year 
there are produced for individual deal- 
ers and for general trade purposes 
thousands of new designs, so that the 
number of dies urn) plates on hand at 
the printer's IK always great. TlicHo 
designs, nslile from those mnde for in- 
dividual hatters, Include a %ery great 
•variety of subjects. Thu« there might 
1 o neon printed on hat tips ships and 
li'comotlves and horses and anvils 
and many other things; and any name 
or object of public Interest at the mo- 
mtut IK likely to be reproduced Inside. 
of hats.

Something very similar to the tele- 


phoue was used In China 1,000 years 
ago. Natural gas conveyed In bamboo 
tubes was utilized in China ages ago, 
and one of their writers mentions 
boxes which repeated the sounds of 
people's voices that were dead, a ma- 
chine similar to Edison's phonograph. 


Ancient Egypt boasted "a nickel In 


the slot" machine, while Layard found 
iu ruins of Nineveh what Sir David 
Brewster pronounced to be "a magni- 
fying glass," and nearly 4,000 years 
ago the Egyptians and Assyrians ob- 
served the stars through a sort of 
primitive telescope. 


Thimbles have been found In prehis- 


toric mounds with every evidence of 
having been made by machinery sim- 
ilar to our own. Hatpins with glass 
heads and safety pins with a little 
coiled spring at one end and a catch 
at the other -were in use in Pompeii 
2,000 years ago. Combs and hairpins 
have been in existence for 20 centuries, 
and housewives 5,000 years ago patch- 
ed their husband's garments with nee- 
dles and thread. 


Very flue razors are made at the 


present day, but are of no finer steel 
than that contained in the Damascus 
swords and knives which the ancients 
used several thousand years ago. 


The people of Tyre were such ex- 


perts in dyeing that Tyrian purple re- 
mains unexcelled to this day. 
The 


Egyptians were also wonderful dyers 
and could produce colors so durable 
that they may be called Imperishable. 
They were also wonderful glass work- 
ers and could make glass malleable In 
i way which Is unknown to us. They 
could make glass garments dyed In 
every shade of color and etched with 
rare skill. 


Electricity derives its name from the 


Creek word for amber, electron, be- 
cause Thalcs, about (iOO B. C.. discov- 
ered that umber, when nibbed, attracts 
light and dry bodies, and In the twelfth 
century the scientific priests of Etruna 
drew lightning from the clouds with 
Iron rods. All mechanical powers, the 
ucrow. lever, pulley. Inclined plane, 
wedge, wheel and axle were known to 
the ancients and used in everyday life. 
They were expert builders. 


Twenty centuries before the birth of 


Watt Nero of Alexandria described ma- 
chines whose motive power was steam. 
He also Invented a double force pump, 
used as a lire engine, and anticipated 
the modern turbine wheel by a ma- 
chine he called "neolplle." 


AVhllc the learned of Europe were 


forbidding, as a heresy, the doctrine of 
the globular figure of the earth, the 
caliph Al Mairnon was measuring the 
length of a degree along the shores of 
the Hod sen. lie anil his successors 
repeatedly determined the obliquity of 
the ellptlc. A Saracen constructed the 
first table of sines, another explained 
the nature of twilight and showed the 
Importance of allowing for atmos- 
pheric refraction in astronomical ob- 
servations. 


In the schools of the present day 


Euclid's elements of geometry, written 
over 2,<H)0 years ago. Is used as a text 
book. Euclid also wrote on music and 
optics antedating much we think we 
have discovered. 
Both algebra and 


chemistry were Invented and brought 
Into Europe by the MohammeOans. and 
chemistry and algebra are 
Arabic- 


words. 


Locks like those In use today, which 


could only be opened by the knowledge 
of a certain combination of numbers, 
were known to the Chinese centuries 
ngo, while Ilobbs gave his name to a 
lock found In an Egyptian tomb. 


Our clocks and sun dials were In- 


vented In the orient. The finest linen 
In the world hns come out of East In- 
dian looms 
The coffee we so much 


desire for breakfast was first grown 
by the Arabians, and the natives of 
upper Ind'a prepared the sugar with 
which to sweeten It, while every 
schoolboy In the land can tell the 
meaning of the Sanskrit words "sac- 
chnr.i cnnda." 


The virtues of tea were first pointed 


out by the industrious Chinese, who 
also showed us how to make the cup 
and saucer in which to serve It. Break- 
fast trays were first lacquered In .7a- 
piiu. Lonvoned bread WHS first mnde 
of the waters of the Ganges river. 
Eggs as nn article of diet were first 
used by the Molnccans, and when we 
speak of Shanghai chickens we but 
mention nn Asiatic name. Persia first 
grow the cherry, the peach and the 
plum. 
Alcohol was first distilled by 


the Arabians, and when we tnllc about 
coffee and alcohol we are using Arabic 
words. 


We gratify our taste in the way of 


personal adornment in the way taught 
us by orientals—viz, with pearls, ru- 
bles, sapphires, diamonds. The most 
magnificent fireworks are still to be 
seen In India and China, and Europe 
hns invented nothing which can rival 
the game of chess. We have no hy- 
drnulic constructions as great as the 
("hlneso canal, no fortiflentlons as ex- 
tensive as the Chinese wall; we have 
no artesian wells thnt can approach in 
depth Home of theirs, nor have we ever 
tried to obtain conl gas from the In- 
terior of the earth, while they have 
borings for that purpose more than 
.'(,000 feet deep. 


Oriental physicians practiced vacci- 


nation over 1,000 years ago. 
Anaes- 


thetics were known In the days of 
Homer, and tlic Chinese 2.000 years 
ngo had n preparation of hemp known

DIVING FOR FIREWOOD. ' 


Cnntlwlcb Xnlnudern' War of Filling 


the Wood Box. 


Boys whose most distasteful task is 


to keep the wood box filled, or who arc 
expected to split the kindling wood ev- 
ery night, would undoubtedly enjoy 
living nt Hawaii. Firewood there ifi 
not only very scarce, but they get it 
out oC the water, another feature of tho 
mutter which would probably appeal 
to such of the boys as delight in "goln 
Bwlminlu." II. W. Ilpushuw, writing 
In The Youth's Companion, says of thi* 
custom: 


Upon the shores of Hawaii firewocd 


is a. scarce and precious commodity. 
Tho prebcut forests do not grow near 
the sen. and tho labor of bringing wood 
from the distant timber is great, espej 
dally as roads are few. Practically nil 
the llrcwood of the natives, and much 
that is used by the Europeans in the 
towns. Is drift that Is brought do^ui 
periodically from the uplands bj fresh 
ets that follow heavy rains. 


There is nothing strange in all this, 


but what is strange is the way the 
natives gather the wood. Pick it up on 
the beach? Not at all; at least, very 
little Is obtained In that commonplace 
manner. 


Much of the island timber is extreme- 


ly heavy, and instead of llo.it ing In 
orthodox fashion, ns wood should do, it 
promptly sinks to the bottom. As the 
freshet gathers headway, down come 
the heavy tree trunks and branches, 
dashing fiercely against the rough 
Una sides of the stream and bumping 
against the bottom till nil sembl.in< e of 
their original shape is lost and thej 
are bruised Into shapeless blocks or 
bpllt into kindling. 


The current carries them well Into 


the ocean, where they settle into tho 
sand. The lirst stage of their journey 
Is over, now for the second. In a day 
or two tlje ocean rises iu its might and 
sends in huge breakers 
upon the 


shores, which catch the logs and splin- 
ters and loll ihem over and over, btill 
on the bottom, toward the beach. 


Here is the native's chance. lie has 


been \viijiiip long for just such an op- 
portunity. l>own to the shore < oine the 
Kanakas in troops No one is ifft be* 
hind sa\e the sick and tho blind. Men, 
womru and children are all on the 
beach, having an eye both to business 
and to pleasure. 


The women are clad iu old, loose 


holakus. a garment I may best describe 
by likening it to tho original "Mother 
Ilubbard." 
The men doff their gar- 


ments and don the economical main, or 
waist cloth. The children follow suit, 
so far as dofllng goes, and don -well, 
to tell the truth, most of them don 
nothing, and if they are satisfied, you 
and I need not complain: And now for 
It. 


The men dash into the breakers, div- 


ing under the big combers and rising 
on the crests of the smaller ones till 
they are out shoulder high; then they 
feel around with their feet till they 
find n piece of wood—it may be only a 
splinter, or it may be a log so large ns 
to require the aid of n rope to pull it 
In; but, large or small, no matter. 
Down <lives the Kanaka head foremost 
to seize the urine 


The women and children •uade in a 


little distance, to cntch the smaller 
pieces that get past the men, and s-oon 
the piles on the shore grow from noth- 
ing to cords. 


A hardy native will stay in the wa- 


ter, wading and diving, fora couple of 
hours and then come out, pretty thor- 
oughly chllV-d. to sun himself on the 
beach iu readiness for another bont 
with th,-> waves, meantime solacing 
himself with the inevitable pipe or 
cigarette. 


Hard work Is this wood gathering 


by dldng. what between the bnffetlngs 
of the waves, the cold and the labor of 
tugging iho logs ashore. P.ut for all 
thnt shouts nnd laughter 1111 the air, 
and one might suppose the occasion 
was n summer picnic. 


Whatever his faults, the Kanaka has 


not added to the gloom nnd discontent 
of the world 
IJe endures disappoint' 


input and misfortune -with oinmnlmity. 
nnd when the clouds pas« and the siri 
shines he Is ready to laugh and be glart. 


Inoffensive looking animal, not Only 
flght, but always to the death, and 
when one Is killed the othef generally 
devours him.

A TROPHY OF BURGLARY.

"This watch was part of the spoils

handsome gold timepiece with a curi- 
3iis spiral pattern engraved In heavy 
relief on the lid. "It was my lirst af- 
talr of the kind, and I regret to say 1 
bungled It and got caught almost 1m- 
diediately. What is the joke, did you 
isle? There is no joke; it is perfectly 
I rue. It happened like this: 


-Iu the fall of 1833. when I was quite 


young and-green, I got a job travel- 
ing for a Chicago grocery house, and 
jne of the first places I •v isitcd was a 
small town in northern Ohio. 1 arriv- 
S'd about 11 at night and went out to 
take a stroll and smoke a cigar before 
u;olng to bed. Passing through a stde 
street, I noticed a light in the little 
jewelry store and nlso that the door 
was ajar. 
That reminded me 1 had 


recently broken the mainspring of my 
watch, and I sauntered iu to leave it 
for repair. 


"As I entered a young man arose from 


the further end of the counter. 
He 


seemed startled, which was not un- 
natural at such a late call, but he re- 
gained his composure while I explain- 
ed the purpose of my visit and told me 
he had closed some hours before, but 
happened to remember some things 
that had been left out of the safe and 
returned to put them back. When I 
handed him my watch, I asked him to 
lend me another to wear in the mean- 
time, and he gave me one at random 
from a tray on the counter. This is it 
on my chain now. 


"Next morning." continued the story 


teller, "I was lounging in the hotel of- 
fice, when the town marshal tapped me 
on the shoulder. 


" 'Let me see your watch,' he said. 
"I pulled it out mechanically and was 


at once placed under arrest on the 
charge of robbing the jewelry store. It 
seemed that it had been burglarized 
during the night, and somebody in the 
hotel had noticed my peculiar looking 
watch and reported it to the police. It 
was promptly identified as part of the 
stolen goods, and. needless to say. my 
Btory as to its acquisition was laughed 
to scorn. 1 was obliged to admit that it 
seemed a little gauzy myself, and I 
can't say I blame tho authorities for 
declining to give it credence. 


"At any rate, I found myself in the 


deuce of a fix. My old watch had been 
carried off by the thief, and there was 
absolutely nothing to confirm my state- 
ment except the bare fact that none of 
the other goods was found in my pos- 
session.

General Grant "was at Memphis In 


command of the army of the west, and 
just before his elevation to the com- 
mand of all the armies of the Union, 
when he received word that his father 
was about to make lus headquarters a 
visit. 


The news did not please him. His 


staff noticed his perturbation, but pass- 
ed it by without comment. One night 
shortly before the arrival of his sire 
he sent for Grenaral Dickie, his chief of 
cavalry- General Dickie afterwai d be- 
came chief justice of the supreme 
court of Illinois, and, strangely enough, 
died at Atlantic City on the same day 
that Grant passed away at McGregor. 


To Dickie General Grant said: 
"I have sent for you as a personal 


friend. My father is coming to visit 
me, and what I have got to tell you 
about that visit Is not pleasing to me. 
but something must be done. Some of 
the money sharks and cotton specu- 
lators have gained an unwarrantable 
Influence over tho old man, nnd he Is 
really coming down here to use his In- 
fluence over me to gain favors for 
them. This cannot be done. 1 do not 
wish to wound his feelings. I do not 
wish him to know that 1 understand 
the object of his visit. I have prepared 
a plan of action which I wish you to 
aid me in carrying out." 


General Dickie understood the char- 


acter of Grant as few men did. 
He 


promised his aid. General Grant then 
said: 


"You are relieved from all duty from 


this time on until the departure of my 
father. The instant he arrives I wish 
you to take him to your tent and en- 
tertain him there. Keep him there all 
the time. 
Under no circumstances 


allow him to be with me alone w.ule 
he is here." 


General Dickie Immediately made 


preparations for the old gentleman 
and when he came received him with 
open arms. lie was very anxious to 
see his sou, but glad to take Dickie's 
headquarters for bis own and pleased 
with the cordiality displayed toward 
him. As soon as be was settled he 
made vigorous efforts to have a per- 
sonal Interview with his son, but some- 
thing al\\ays happened to prevent 


Whcre\er he turned, Dickie was by 


his side. General Grant called on him 
daily, but never alone. If he wer.r to 
the general's quarters he always found 
him occupied. If he tried to meet him 
in Dickie's tent Dickie was sure to be 
around, and personal conversation was 
au impossibility. 


At the end of four or five days the 


old gentleman was very restless, but 
there was no chance for him to protest 
and no chance for him to get closer 
than a public audience with his son. 
For nearly ten days be made the effort, 
but failed, and then left for home, hap- 
py as to the entertainment he had re- 
ceived, but dismayed at his inability to 
see his son alone. 


As soon as he was gone, Grant re- 


stored General Dickie to cavalry duty, 
but never referred again to the pur- 
pose of his father's visit.

Dickie told the story shortly before his 
death to a Chicago lawyer, but it has 
never been printed until now.

"Whatever mistakes I have made in 


my public life, I have never erred for 
my own gain. What I have done for 
the republic has been from a sense of 
duty, and not with any thought as to 
what it would profit tofe. Many un- 
kind things have been said and writ- 
ten of me by those who least know 
how I have been situated, but my acts 
have been inspired by the highest 
sense of fealty to my country and gov- 
ernment."—Chicago Times-Herald.

One of the most curious survivals of 


the custom of payirig tolls exists at 
Oakham castle, in Rutlandshire, feng- 
land. From very ancient times when- 
ever a peer of the realm rides by the 
place he is required by the constable 
ot the castle to contribute a horseshoe 
In lieu of a fine." These are then huug 
upon the walls of a room1 in the castle,' 
which Is thought to have been former-' 
ly used as a. chapel. The custom still 
obtains, though nowadays noblemen 
who pass through the town generally 
contribute shoes of some precious' 
metal, richly decorated and bearing1 
their coat of arms. Quite lately the, 
earl .of Onslow forwarded to .1. K.. 
Whltehouse, the constable of Oakhani < 
castle, a new horseshoe richly deco- 
rated, bearing the inscription, "Wil- 
liam Hlller, fourth carl of Onslow." 


Another nobleman, who was driving 


a tandem through the town a short 
time ago, was called upon for the cus- 
tomary shoe. When It arrived It wa» 
fonnrt to be of pure gold and beautiful-, 
ly chased. It is now one of the

"the term 'cork leg* is a inlsupmer," 


sail} a man Who used to be In the artifi- 
cial limb business. "There .never was 
any such a thing, and a leg actually 
made of cork would be as unwieldy ns 
» mwlof. The up to 'date artificial 
limb is a very thin shell of weeping 
willow, covered with rawhide, and 
•ome of them that come clear up to the 
hip have been built as light as three 
pounds. 


"It is a singular fact that a first class 


leg, which is supposed to have a life 
of about five years, will be more than 
paid for in the saving- of shoes. Of 
course, the false foot wears a shoe, 
Just the same as the real one, but for 
some reason that has never been fully 
explained it isn't as hard on leather. 
A flesh and blood leg will wear out 
four shoes while Us mechanical mate 
is wearing out one> due perhaps to the 
footgear never being removed at night 
and the lack of elasticity in the tread. 
The best customer of the makers Is the 
government, which pays for a new ar- 
tificial 'limb once every five years for 
pensioners maimed In war. The price 
fixed by law is $75, but scores of old 
soldiers simply draw the money and 
make the same leg do for as long as 15 
years at a stretch. Artificial arms are 
made very successfully nowadays, and 
a certain amount of action Is secured 
in the hand, even when the stump 
reaches only a few inches from the 
shoulder. With one of the styles, for 
example, a man can lift his hat and re- 
place It on his head with a surprisingly 
natural movement. The mechanism by 
which the false hand is made to opeu 
and close is controlled by a strap. 
which reaches to the opposite shoulder. 
A slight shrug does the work, and a lit- 
tle practice renders it imperceptible. 


"There has been a wonderful im- 


provement in limbmaklng during thu 
last Urn years, and a properly con- 
structed artificial leg cannot be detect- 
ed by the casual observer. The chief 
difficulty with the old style was its 
tendency to swing outward in au are 
of a circle at every step. That has 
been entirely overcome. 
Some years 


ago, when I was In business at Chica- 
go, I fitted out a man who had lost 
both legs and both arms In a Dakota 
blizzard. When I first saw him, he was 
simply a helpless trunk, lying on a cot 
In the hospital, and his deplorable con- 
dition had reduced him to a state of 
despair bordering on insanity. I took 
a great deal of interest In the case. 
and I flatter myself that I did a fairly 
good job. 
When I got through with 


him, he was able to get up without as- 
sistance, walk about, feed himself and 
do a hundred and one little things thnt 
changed life from a mere blank to 
something really endurable. When ho 
found himself emancipated from total 
helplessness, he Improved mentally. 
and now, I dare say, he wants to Ihe 
as long as anybody. 


"One of the greatest obstacles to suc- 


cessful limb fitting Is the carelessness 
of surgeons in performing amputations. 
An operation may be entirely success- 
ful from a surgical standpoint, yet 
leave a stump upon which a false leg 
can never be worn with comfort. I 
know of a number of cases In which ft 
reaniputation has been submitted to 
for the express purpose of correcting 
such difficulties. 
Every medical col- 


lege course ought to Include at least 
one lecture with practical demonstra- 
tions by a thoroughly scientific maker 
of artificial limbs. It would be of In- 
estimable Milue to the students in aft- 
er practice." — New Orleans Times- 
Democrat. 


Dolls' Hcndn. 


Years ago doll heads were made of 


wood, carved out by hand, and great 
numbers of dolls were sold that were 
entirely of wood, with jointed arms 
and legs. Some dolls of this sort, look- 
Ing quaint enough now, though they 
were once so common, are still sold, 
bvit the great bulk of the dolls now 
made have bodies of cloth or leather, 
with heads of china, bisque or papier 
•mache. There are also dolls' heads of 
metal, these heads being made of brass 
in two parts, stamped out with dies 
and joined together. 


In the process by which these heads 


are made, many dies are used in the 
production of a single head, the metal 
being worked to its final shape gradu- 
ally. The first die makes but a barely 
perceptible impression upon the piece 
of sheet metal from which the head Is 
to be formed. The next shapes It a 
little more, and so on by pressure from 
successive dies, each a little more 
sharply defined, the head Is brought 
finally to its perfect form. These heads 
are made in various sixes nnd in Vari- 
ous styles as to details of finish. They 
cost about the same as the best bisque 
heads, but one of the merits claimed 
for them is indestructibility.— New 
York Sun. 


Freexlnc Fnr»—and'Alotha. 


Once upon a time a woman who had 


cedar chests in which to storV^her win- 
ter belongings was considered* a fortu- 
nate being indeed and looked upon 
with envy by her sister housewives. 
Now cedar chests, camphor and moth 
balls are all scorned as old fashioned 
and inadequate by the patrons of coH 
storage warehouses, where furs are 
taken care of and costly draperies, 
rugs, etc., are sent for protection from 
the moths. 


The expert furriers say that heat and 


not moths Is the chief danger tbajb 
threatens furs. 
A month's wear In 


warm weather Is harder on fine furs 
than years of use with the thermometer 
at freezing point. Heat takes the life 
out of fur and 'pales the color, leaving 
it limp, dull and faded. In the modern 
storage house the furs are kept in 
rooms where the air Is dry as a bone 
nnd the temperature many degrees be- 
low freezing point Any daring raoth 
thnt found it* way into this room 
•would be at once frozen stiff.—New 
Jfork Commercial Advertiser.

over a portion of Andrew county. Mo. 
It struck near Elk Dale, a country 
postollice, and 
played sonic queer 


pranks. It struck an orchard and pro- 
ceeded to show what it could do. 
There were 10 rows of trocs in the 
orchard. 
Ktery other row was un- 


touched, aud iu the rows struck every 
other tree was twisted off at the roots, 
but every other tree iu the stricken 
rows was loft uninjured. 


Seated under a. walnut tree near the 


Elk Dale postollice was a woman en- 
gaged iu churning with an old fashion- 
ed dasher churn. Tho cyclone snatch- 
ed the dasher from the churn and 
drove It through the woman's thigh, 
but the churn was not overturned, aud 
not a drop of the milk was spilled. 


A stretch of pine fence about 15 


rods long \vns blown to pieces by this 
storm. 
P.roken bits of board were 


scattered all over the surrounding ter- 
ritory- Wheat had just been harvested 
aud that storm drove the 
ripened 


wheat straws through those pine fence 
boards like so many nails, .splintering 
the boards aud remaining stuck there- 
in. 


A country church 
several 
miles 


northeast of Elk Dale was struck by 
the storm. The building was lifted 
from the foundation aud turned one- 
quarter of the Tray around and set 
crosswise of the foundation, and the 
plastering ou the walls was scarcely 
cracked. 


This storm 
struck 
a 
farmhouse 


where a family of five had just seated 
themselves to eat supper. The frame 
of the house was jerked into the air, 
but the floor was uninjured, and the 
family suddenly found themselves eat- 
ing supper in a driving rain. 


Among the other animals owned by 


Dr. Bond of Elk Dale was a colt that 
promised to be a. world beater ou the 
track. The storm forever settled the 
fate of that colt. It picked the animal 
up and enrried it two miles and then 
gently deposited It in the crotch of 
an oak tree 00 feet from the ground. 
This story would sound better if it 
went on to relate that the colt was 
uninjured, but truth compels the state- 
ment that the colt was as (lend as 
Julius Caesar. 
The strange part of 


this incident is that there was neither j 
mark, bruise nor broken bouc about 
the animal. Dr. Bond insists to this 
day that the colt died of fright. 


In a barn a few miles from Elk 


Dale three horses and three cows were 
housed, the horses ou one side of the 
partition, the cows on the other, horses 
and cows facing. The barn was de- 
molished, but not scattered, and the 
middle horse and middle cow were 
killed. The rest of the animals were 
uninjured. 


The steeple of a church that hap- 


pened to be in the track of the storm 
was jerked upward, turned upside 
down and driven through the roof of 
the church, the point of the steeple 
resting on the spot where the minister 
was wont to stand when reading the 
Sunday lesson. The pulpit carpet could 
be shifted under the point, and the 
steeple Itself could be swung a foot 
or more In any direction. 


Milt Laughlin's well on his farm was 


attacked by the cyclone. Water was 
drawn by means of an old fashioned 
wooden pump, and that pump, tubing 
and all, was snatched out of that well, 
and no trace of them was ever found. 
The well, however, still remained. 


This storm was not noted because of 


its destructiveness of human life, no 
one being killed, although a number 
were severely Injured. But It was de-

demolishing 


houses and barns, killing stock and 
blowing the newly harvested wheat 
crop into the sweet subsequently. You 
can tell the people living In Its trnck 
any kind of a cyclone story, and they 
will believe it with all their hearts.

AN OLD IPSWICH LAW 


T W^S FRAMED TO PREVENT MO- 


.NOPOLY AND OPPRESSION. 


Early Attempt of * Ma»»nohu»ett» 


Town to Rcarnlnte rrli-c»—\Vliiit It 
Co»t to Have n Grave Dmr and to 
Procure'* CoBln'. 
The Essex institute of Salem. Mass- 


has a quaintly printed poster In its col- 
lection of objects Illustrating the early 
history of this country. This poster em- 
bodies a law of 1777 that was an at- 
tempt of 'the municipal authorities of 
the town of Ipswich, In Massachusetts, 
to fix prices iu that town. 


The enactment of this law Is proba- 


bly the first Instance, In thfs country 
at least, of a governing body to take iu 
hand the regulation of prices to be 
paid for labor and commodities. 


The headlines of this curious colo- 


nial bill read as follows:
